With regard to whether servant 
gitlsare brought up for prostitution, 
De. Yeasg Shin-chuen admitted 
that there were people who did 
not adbere to tha express purpose 
of buying mui-taei (to employ 
them as servanta; but, took them 
abroad acd forced them to take up 
immoral practices. However, some 
mui.tsai owners were not reapon- 
sible for the misconduct of their 
girls, who, gullible as they wera 
on sccount of their Jack ef 
education, could easily be seduced. 
Dr.’ Yeung disagreed with the 
Chairman that servant girls, unlike 
‘slaves, could get. theiz free- 
dom ‘after they had married. 
This was mot so, at apy 
rate not io casea in which 
mui-tagia were married 3 
concubines, becauss of toe ex- 
cessively strict control which 
men wete wont to exercise over 
coucubines.

If the 
question =“'Has.- tha Chinese 
Goverament passed’ soy law to 
abolish the practice of keeping 
servantgirls?’’ was put by the 
Chairman at the request-of the 
Government with a view fo.enact- 
iog law suppressing the practice, 
Dr Yeung contended thst the Gov- 
ernment had taken unnscesgary 
trouble, because the Government 
shvuld make laws to prohibit 
customs which they considered bad, 
even without analogy io China.

PAKHO'S TROUBLES. — 


Bandits and Typhoon. 


Our Pakhoi correspondent 
writing under dato 28th. Joly, 

Since my last notes gangs of 
bandits have been very active in 
this territory. Saveral junks 
landed hundreds of pirates ata 
place named Ko Sa Leung, some: 
four cites tothe east of Pakhoi. 
They occupied the surrounding 
villages, driving out the people, 
Kidnapping their women folks, 
plu«deting their homes and steal- 
in, their cattle. These people 
came to Pakhoi with the informa- 
tion, wherenpon troops were sent 
out who attacked the pirates, 
Killing 2 cumber and drivicg 
the remainder back to their 
boats. Three pirates were taken 
prisoners and shot. On the 20th. 
July these pirates returned and 
revenged themselves on the 
village people of whom 30 are 
reported to have been Killed and 
their homes burned. On the 
same day the news reached here 
that a large number of bandits 
had taken up a position outside ” 
Limchow city. Between that 
date and Saturday July 23, they. 
entered the city, plundered two 
pawnshops acd burned another 
outside the city walls. On. their 
way to Pakhoi they looted the 
town named Kan Lai. On 
Sunday, July 24th, this gang 
of bandits attacked the 
Kwangtung troops, six miles 
eastward of Pakhoi. £¢ is estim- 
ated that 2,000 Kwangtung troops 
were engaged, including morethan 
one thousand which wero landed 
from three naval hoats the pre- 
vious night. In spite of this force, 
howevre, the bandits reached 
within two miles of Pakhol by 
nine o'clock the following morn- 
ing, when they were compelled to 
withdraw owing to shortage of 
ammunition.. It was fortunate 
for Pakboi that these men were 
repulsed’ as undoubtedly their 
only object was te Joab the city. 
The Kwangtung troope them- 
selves said that the marand:rs 
would have entered Pakhoi in 
a few bours more as some 
of the Kwangtung troops had 
already taken to the water in” 
jacks. This same gang of bandits, 
a few days ago, plundered the 
town On Po, situated to the north © 
of the Lui Chow perfecture, and ~ 
again arrived outside Lim Chow 
city with over 300, coolie Joads of' 
loot.

Labour unions are 
not to be recognized, but eatry of 
the workmen into them is free. 
With regard to an eight-hour 
day, Mr. Takedo said that the 
Mitsubishi Dockyard was now 
collecting the -siews of other 
factories and was of tue opinion 
tbat it should first adopt a nine- 
hour system and then the esight- 
hour.

The present cabinet was shaped

weakness or complacency. It was 
assamed that if an opportunity 
presented itself for selling nation- 
al assets or rights in exchange 
for a substantial foreiza loan no 
member of the present Gov-rn- 
ment would hesitate to endorse 
auch a deal in the interests of 
the Tuchuns. 

Asa borrowing medinm Peking 
has been almost useless, however.

Chang will. lose. They do not 
want to follow the Anfuites into 
Limbo, so they hava lost their 
enthnsiasm for Jap+nese loans. 
AND THIS IS A GOVERNMENT. 

The situation was better when 
Chow. Tze-chi.was in office. In 
would appesr thatold Mr. ‘Chow 
enjoyed more foreign cor fidence 
and had more inflagnce among 
the native bankers thao the pre 
sent reyime. Suaspecting that this 
is the case, the agents of the 
Government have been going 
about among the burkers, stamps 
in hand, and when the stamps 
are scotned they try to bense 
the foreign financial pulse by 
hinting that Chow Tze-chi mighr 
be persuaded to take office again. 
They say that they cannot invite 
him tocome back and take charge 
ofanempty exchequer. but that 
if their foreign friends ~ would 
help them to gat tozether three 
ot four million dollars, which they 
could show Mr. Chow, they might 
coax bim back. 

And with this we hold solemn 
intercourse as the Guvarnment of 
China!
